IS FRIDAY AN UNLUCKY DAY? 


From time immemorial Friday has been frowned | 
upon as a day of illomen. And though this pre- 





judice is less prevalent now than it has been of | 


yore, when superstition had general sway, yet 
there are many even in this matter-of-fact age of 


‘ours who would hesitate on a day so inauspicious 


to begin an undertaking of momentous import. 
And how many brave mariners, whose hearts un-! 
quailing could meet the wildest fury of their ocean | 
home, woald blench to even bend their sails on 
Friday! But, to show with how much reason this 
feeling is indulged,let us examine the following 
important facts in connection with our new settle- 
ment and greatness as a nation, and we will see 
how little cause we Americans have to dread the 
fatal day: 


On Friday, August 31, 1492, Christopher Colnm- 
bus sailed on his great voyage of discovery. 

On Friday, October 12, 1492, he first discovered 
land. 

On Friday, January 4th. 1493, he sailod on his 
return to Spain, which if he had not reached in 
safety the happy result would never have been 
known which led to the settlement of this vast 
continent. : 

On Friday, March 15, 1493, he arrived at Palos 
in safety.

Princetown ; and on the same day they signed that 
august compact the forerunner of our present glo- 


rious Constitution. 

On Friday, December 22d, the Pilgrims made 
their final landing at Plymouth Rock. 

On Friday, February 22d, George Washington, 
the father of American freedom, was born, 

Gn Friday, June Lith, Bunker Hill was seized 
and fortified. 

On Friday, October 7th, 1777, the surrender of 
Saratoga was made, which had such power and in- 
fluence in inducing France to declare for our cause. 

On Friday, September 22d, 1780, the treason of 
Arnold was laid bare, which saved us from destrue- 
tion. 

; On Friday, October 19th, 1781, the surrender at 
Yorktown, the crowning giory of the American 
arms, oveurred, 

Ou Friday, July 5th, 1776, the motion in Con-| 
gress was made by John Adams, seconded by Rich- 
ard Henry Lee, that the United Colonies were, and 
of right ought to be, free and independent.

FEMALE PRIESTS IN CENTRAL AFRICA. 


Mr. Eviton:—From a“ Tour in Africa,” which 
I lately fell in with, T abridge the following singn- 
lar statement, from which it will be seen that in- 
Ceutral “Africa the people have females among their 
priests. The author SAYS :— 

One of te singular customs of the people of 
Grewhe is the admission of females into the order 
of priesthood. Anaccount of the coremony prac- 
ticed on this occasioa may be amusing to the read- 
er. A young female, generally the daughter of a 
Fetiehe man or priest, Is selected for that purpose, 
who undergoes a probationary peuanee that con- 
tinues six months previous to her admission into 
the holy orders. During this period she is initia- 
ted by the priestsinto all the taysteries and = chi- 
eanery of the religion of their forefathers, whieh 
consisted in the worship of the black and white 
enake, and in the mummery of giving sanctity to 
bones, rags, &c. When she appears in public 
during the period of her probation, her man- 
ner is grave and solemn; her skin is painted 
with a kind of white clay; rows of shells, of vari- 
ous forms and sizes, are hang upon her neck, arms 
and aneles, and her | ins ure girt with lone rrass 
which reaches to her knees.

and women. At the expiration of the six months, 
a large assemblage men, and women, and children, 
accompanied by various orders of priesthood, and 
the musicians belonging to the town, takes place 
on an open space of ground, to assist at. and also 
to witness, the last grand ceremony. 

Soon after assembling, the women forma circle 
by joining hands, among whom are the companions 
of the novitiate’s youth, and also her relations, 
who commence dancing circularly, reversing the 
movements alternately, after making one complete | 
circle. The daneing is accompanied by the most | 
barbarous and horrid din imaginable, beating on 
drums, tom-toms, gongs, and blowing horns manu- 
factured out of elephants’ teeth and reeds: to 
which are added the most strange and uncouth 
grimaces and contortions of the faces and bodies 
of the priests, so that a stranger might easily im- 
agine them to be anumber of maniacs, who had 
turned loose to give effect to the ceremony: and 
were it not for the presence of the* children, who 
look on with fear and astonishment depicted on 
on theircountenances, would be no bad represen- 
tation of Pandemonium.
